tui ned home. TI i e \ talked little of their achievements! 
and went quietly back to the civilian life with tile con- 
sciousness of a duty well done.

How to Plant Ithuoarb 
Mrs. Norrell, who furnishes the 
brains of our firm when it comes 
to making a garden, has been re­ 
quested by several to give some 
pointers on planting rhubarb. She 
says: “A garden without rhubarb 
is not much of a garden/' W hat is 
more delicious in the early spring 
(in fact the very earliest vegetable 
that comes 
in the 
spring 
is the 
rhubarb) than a rhubarb pie with 
pink juicy syrup dripping from it 
Every garden in Pontotoc county 
can have a bed of it if you will 
only use judgment in setting the 
Plants and doing it as early as pos­ 
sible so they can get a root growth 
before the ground gels cold and 
the wnter freezes come on. Lay your 
rows four feet apart, plow or spade 
deep to make the ground mellow, 
place roots 
2 
feet 
apart, 
deep 
enough to have 4 wo inches of dirt 
above the crowns. Pack the dirt 
carefully around th'' main root, or 
tap root, letting the small roots 
lie straight out as they were ori­ 
ginally, covering them and pressing 
the dirt down gently but firmly. 
Pcur in the water, let soak in well, 
finish covering thoroughly and place 
an inch or more of fertilizer on top, 
do not put it next to the roots. Do 
this and I wild assure you of many 
pier next spring.

Nine Virms financially interested 
in this section of the north woods 
are represented in the association, 
which is said to be the first of its 
kind organized. A large steel look- 
*out post has been erected, emergency 
fire roads cut through the woods and 
the timber section covered with a 
network of telephone wires. Lumber 
•camps have been connected by tele­ 
phone with the headquarters of the 
fire fighting force, which is located 
at Scott’s Junction. 
When the

spots a fire he notifies main head­ 
quarters, which in turn calls the 
various 
lumber 
camps, 
Lumber­ 
jacks who respond are dispatched to 
the fire on speedsters which opeiy.$e 
on the logging railroads covering 
the district. From the main head­ 
quarters comes th e fire train con­ 
sisting of a large tank filled with 
water and pulled by a speeder. P on 
table gasoline engines provide the 
pumping power. 
No serious fires occurred during 
the recent fire season in this sect­ 
ion, although other sections of the 
north woods were endangered re 
peatedly by disastrous blazes. 
As the fire hazard increases due 
to the continual cutting operations, 
the organization is enlargeing its 
fire lighting machine.

Smoking among women in Lon­ 
don is now almost universal, and 
one rarely goes to a theatre, dance 
or restaurant where the majority of 
the women present are not smok­ 
ing.

time pays him half of the value of 
the deposit, as computed cfci the 25- 
year average basis, in cash.

The certerficate he re­ 
ceives is put on the market sub­ 
ject to the ordinary laws of supply 
and demand-

! Treasury valts'but on the commodity 
I in the warehouse. In one sense the 
Edison plan is a return to the an- 
I cient system of barter as 'far as the 
complexity of modern life will allow. 
How the Farmers Would Fiwl It.

Unit money in the Edison plan is 
I not money in the popular conception 
— that is, metal money or money 
; with a metal basis. The day when 
; basisinetal furnished the most ex- 
\ elusively practical basis for a med- 
| ium of exchange ,as well as a meas­ 
ure of value has, according to Edi­ 
son, gone by. His money would still 
be determined in terms of gold- But 
instead of gold in Treasury valts 
being its 0tBy basis, you would have 
wheat in the Government bins, coal 
in the Government pits, rice in stor­ 
age, cotton in the warehouses, etc. 
All articles deposited in the ware­ 
house,” said Edison, “ bear the same 
ratio when loan of unit money is 
made, only one kind of unit money 
is issued together with the deposit 
certerficate.

Gold Standard an “Absurdity” 
It is of interest to note that when

There are a number of adminis­ 
trative details, such as, if the stored 
material is not removed within the 
time allotted the same will be sold 
at public auction.

“The warehouses are to be built 
gradually over a period of years by 
money received from taxation. The 
warehousing charges include depre­ 
ciation and 5 per cer.t interest on 
the cost of warehouse and handling 
machinery.” 
Knocking the Bottom out of Coal

The Speculator Squelched 
The result, in general, would be 
this! A ton of hard coal today costs 
about $6.60 at the mines—a cost 
which would

by the 
steady operation allowed under the 
Edison plan. The average freight 
charge is about $2.50 a ton. The 
actual net cost of coal should be 
about $10.00—which would be un­ 
der the Edison plan. But today it 
actually costs about $14— a ton, 
the difference being created by in­ 
terest, storage charges and spec­ 
ulative profit. 
“Coal should 
be stored,” 
says 
Edison, ‘‘in concrete reservoirs sunk 
in the ground, 1,0OO feet long, 80 
feet wide, 17 feet deep and kept 
under water, (Bituminous coal de­ 
teriorates in air.) Tne mine owners 
could then give their men steady 
employment and produce cheaply. 
Supplies to all would be certain and 
price variations less. The storage 
charges would be trifling, and, best 
of all, the mine companies would 
get one half of the value of the 
coal in unit money without interest, 
to help carry the coal.” 
The Edison 
plan 
would 
be of 
greatest assistance to the farmer. 
At present the farmer sells his 
wheat because lie must have money 
to live on. If lie tries to hold it 
and borrow' money tor operation he 
has to jmy an exorbitant rate of 
interest. Nine times out of ten he 
must sell his product when it is in 
marketable form. It is ordinarily 
bought by a 
speculator, 
held 
in 
warehouses for higher prices, and 
may be sold back and forth a doz­ 
en times at a profit each time be­ 
fore it finally reaches the hand of 
the manufacturer who must use it. 
Edison’s plan 
wrouid 
enable 
the 
farmer to hold his crop by paying 
a 
small 
warehouse 
or 
storage 
charge and without paying and in­ 
terest whatever. He could live on 
the 50 per cent money that the gov­ 
ernment advances him and could 
sell the crop whenever he thought 
the market was right, but must sell 
a percentage each month. 
There would 
necessarily 
be a 
certain amount of speculation, but 
it would 'be in the hands of the 
farmer, the actual producer of the 
material, and not In the hands of 
a non-producive 
trader 
who
